Manufacturers See Chaos 
in Cotton If Present 
Measure Becomes Law, 
But Favor New Credit. 


By F. G. VOSBURGH. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—(4)— 
Chaos in King Cotton's entire realm 
if the domestie allotment farm relief 
bill as now written becomes a law, 
was prophesied to the senate agricul- 
ture committee today by textile men 
of the south and east. 

They threw their weight behind an 
entirely different plan for relief of 
the cotton producer, which already 
introduced in the senate by the rank- 
ing democrat on the committee, Smith 
of South Carolina, calls for extending 
government credit to cotton farmers 
to enable them to buy cotton at the 
depressed market price and yee only 
50 per cent of their normal acreage. 

Prospects grew that some such pro- 
vision would be written into the bill 
and that cotton would be eliminated 
from the allotment plan. 

Senator Smith asserted an em- 
phatie belief that this change would 
bring comparative prosperity to the 
land of cotton. Senator Bankhead, 
democrat, Alabama, while expressing 
doubt as to some features, indicated 
he would like to hear more about it 
before the hearings are over. 

To Heed Southerners. 

Members of the committee were in- 
clined to acquiesce in whatever their 
colleagues from the cotton states 
might agree on. 

The plan has been’ broached to 
President-elect Roosevelt by Senator 
Smith, who reported he was sympa- 
thetic toward it provided the “cotton 
people” were agreed upon it. 

As to the allotment plan, the two 
witnesseg. were emphatic in asserting| 
it would prove a deadly boomerang to 
the cotton farmer, reduce cotton con- 
sumption by raising prices and to un- 
employment by forcing the closing of 
many textile plants. 

The views of the cotton manufac- 
turers were presented by Willia:: D. 
Anderson, Macon, Ga., representing 
the American Cotten Manufacturers 
Association, and Ernest N. Hood, 
Salem, Mass., president of the Na- 
tional Association of Cotton Manu- 
facturers. :

DEMOGRATS AGREE 
ON MODIFIED PLAN 
FOR U.S. ECONOMY 


Support Is Refused for 
Measure To Cut Ex- 
penses To Present Level 
of National Income. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—(?)— 
Senate democrats today ended all 
prospect for legislation to balance the 
budget at this session by refusing to 
support a proposal that the nation’s 
expenditures be trimmed down to the 
level of its income. 

Meeting in party conference, they 
termed the proposition “impractical,” 
and agreed instead upon a modified 
economy policy and arranged to push 
proposals for currency inflation and 
bankruptcy relief, 

House democratic leaders mean- 
while planned prompt action to extend 
the 1-cent-per-gallon gasoline tax 
through another year in the hope that 
this and economies would bring reve- 
nues and disbursements more in line. 

The party chieftains freely Conced- 
ed, however, that it would be impos- 
sible to meet the expected deficit at 
this session. 

The most effective approach to the 
problem, they held, would be to give 
the incoming president broad power 
to reorganize the whole government 
machine and effect a sharp diminu- 
tion in authorizations for future ap- 
propriations. 

Precedure Proposed. 

The preposal to cut expenditures 
to revenue figures was a _ resolution 
by Senator Tydings, of Maryland, 
which would have sent the billion- 
Jolldr treasury-postoffice bill back to 
committee with instructions to cut it 
and the supply bills to follow, by 
$500,000,000. 

After ditching it the party confer- 
ence agreed upon a much less drastic 
plan, calling upon the appropriations 
committee to make all cuts possible 
without impairing essential govern- 
ment uctivities, but said the final 
goal could not be reached this session. 
-. Republicans _prevented the Mary- 
lander from withdrawing his original 
proposal by unanimous consent. How- 
ever, a motion by Democratic Leader 
Robinson to permit him do so car- 
ried without a roll call after heated 
debate. 

The republicans claimed the demo- 
crats were “marching up the hill and 
then down again.” The democrats 
countered their adversaries were try- 
ing to embarrass the incoming presi- 
dent by forcing all appropriation 
bills into the extra session. 

Granted the right to withdraw his 
first resolution, Tydings said he would 
bring up the modified proposal next 
week, The senate then proceeded with 
consideration of the treasury bill. 

Will Speed Action. 

Meanwhile, house democratic lead- 
ers let it be known they would seek 
susperfyion of the rules Monday to 
speed action on the senate bill extend- 
ing for another year the Glass-Stea- 
gall act provision authorizing new cur- 
rency on the basis of government se- 
curities. By the same method they 
planned to pass the sweeping meas- 
ure to permit partnerships and cor- 
porations to avoid the stigma of being 
declared bankrupt by applying to the 
court for readjustment of their failing 
businesses. 

The house wat: and means commit- 
tee unanimously approved the one- 
cent gasoline levy extension and ac- 
tion next week was predicted.

Telling Sherley “We want all the 
economy we can get,” Mr, Roosevelt 
outlined a. three-point plan: First, 
reduction of personnel; second, con- 
solidation of government agencies;

RELIEF FROM COLDS 
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FOR STABILIZATION 


Legislation Favored To 
Force World Exchange 
Back to Normal Status. 


By WILLIAM L. BEALE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—(P)— 
Republican administration strategy to 
use the powerful lever of higher tariffs 
to foree world exchange stabilization 
received a hefty boost today from 
James A. Farrell, one-time head of 
United States Steel. 


He labeled legislation to increase 
duties against foreign countries with 
depreciated currencies “the most im- 
portant thing before congress” and 
said it would put the United States 
in a “much improved” position dur- 
ing war debts negotiations, 

Farrell testified before a house 
ways and -neans subcommittee as 
chairman of the foreign commerce 
committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. He fa- 
vored no specific bill but indorsed the 
principle of higher rates to compen- 
sate for cheapened currency. 

This proposition already has re- 
ceived the unanimous indorsement of 
the house republican conference and, 
claiming full support from President 
Hoover, administration leaders quiet- 
ly were planning to force a house vote 
through the drastie discharge peti- 
tion. Many of the necessary 145 rep- 
resentatives already had signed to se- 
cure the ballot.

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DE VALERA WINS. 

Apparently, President De Valera’s 
appeal to the electorate of the Irish 
Free State has been successful and 
he will retain a safe margin of sup- 
porters in the new dail eireann. 
Under the Irish system the voters 
name the dail and the dail in turn 
elects the president. 

Tactically, De Valera’s appeal was 
well-timed, forestalling what ap- 
peared to be the almost certain 
formation of a powerful combina- 
tion against him by former Presi- 
dent Cosgrave and the farmers’ 
party. The sudden appeal to the 
electorate seems to have been taken 
in time to prevent his opponents 
from obtaining their full force. 

One of the most telling argu- 
ments presented by the De Valera 
forces in their appeal for continua- 
tion in control, despite the failure 
to bring about many of the “re- 
forms” promised, was that this fail- 
ure was largely due to the traitor- 
ous machinations of Cosgrave and 
his supporters, who were openly 
charged with “being in the pay of 
Engiand.”’ 

It was a campaign 
found ready acceptance on the part 
of the tempestuous and credulous 
elements among the Irish peasants 
and sufficed, according to reports 
coming from the Emerald Isle dur- 
ing the campaign, to retard the de- 
fections which were admittedly fast 
weakening the strength of the De 
Valera followers. 

The election was a fairly clear-. 
cut contest between the De Valera 
forces and the labor party, on one 
side, and an alliance between the 
Cosgrave forces and several of the 
minor parties on the other. With 
reports in from all but a few of the 
contests for the 153 seats in the 
dail eireann, the indications are 
that De Valera party candidates will 
constitute a clear majority and can 
count on additional help from labor 
party representatives. 

Unquestionably, England is keenly 
disappointed over the failure of the 
Cosgrave forces to overthrow the 
government which has given them 
so much trouble during its tenure 
in office. The British hoped de- 
voutly that the upshot of the elec- 
tion would be to return a govern- 
ment of the moderate parties, thus 
assuring more peaceful relations be- 
tween London and Dublin. 

At best this must now be a de- 
ferred hope, with the possibility 
that the success of De Valera forces 
will make them all the more ram- 
pant in their denunciations of Brit- 
ish “control.”’ So John Bull, beset 
with financial worries, and with In- 
dia still ready to pop off, will have 
to tighten up his belt and accept,

Following this war he joined the 
Chinese forces and led several ex- 
peditions against the brigands of 
which he had formerly been one of 
the most conspicuous and ruthless 
leaders.

How a Jewish 
King Lived. 


Excavations in the hills covering 
the ruins of Samaria have brought 
to light a group of immense palaces. 
There is little question that they were 
once inhabited by King Ahab and 
Queen Jezebel of evil memory. In fact, 
Ahab is thought to have the 
builder. The ruins testify that Sa- 
maria, which became the capital of the 
Northern Kingdom, while Jerusalem 
remained the capital of Judea, was a 
much more imposing city than had 
been believed hitherto by archaeolo- 
er It was a city of great beauty, 

uilt high so that the breezes of the 
Mediterranean freely played through 
its broad thoroughfares. The palaces 
of Ahab, which Herod the Great em- 
bellished, were stocked with treasure. 
There were immense and luxurious 
baths for the women of the royal 
harem andglarge galleries wherein 
dwelled an entire army of ennuchs. 
Jezebel, apparently, for all her dex- 
terity in powdering her face and 
rouging her lips, as recorded in Holy 
Writ, was not the only one. Ahab 
may not have rivaled lomon with 
his multitudinous feminine escort, but 
he was well stocked at any rate. The 
arrangement of the palaces show this 
most conclusively. 

The mystery is how palaces of that 
imposing kind can disappear entirely. 
This was in fact always one of the 
problems with which I troubled my 
mind, The explanation that on A grad- 
ually were covered by the debris of 
centuries was not sufficient explana- 
tion. But then you can see it in Rome 
already. Subsequent generations sim- 
ply used old buildings as foundations 
for new, without bothering to remove 
the old buildings. The same system 
prevailed and prevails throughout the 
east.

Tarver Applauded in House 
As He Opposes Dry Tactics 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The 
house vigorously applauded today when 
one of its driest members, Represent- 
ative Malcolm C. Tarver, of Georgia. 
spoke in opposition of a plan to be 
used in buying ictoxicating liquors, 
paying informers or purchasing evi- 
dence in the enforcement of the Vol- 
stead act. 

In fact, he offered an amendment 
proposing the limiting of prohibition 
funds so that no portion could he 
used by informers for bufing liquors 
to be used as evidence. 

I offer this amendment as a friend 
of prohibition”? Mr. Tarver said. “I 
deny that in order for a member of 
this house to be a friend of prohi- 
bition, it is necessary for him to in- 
dorse carte blanche all the methods 
which have been used by the prohi- 
bition bureau in its efforts to bring 
about enforcement of the law. 

“I submit that no law will be re- 
spected by the people unless it is en- 
forced in a way and manner entitling 
it to respect; in other words, en- 
forced in a respectable way. The 


sending of agents of the government 
into speakeasies to become ‘tanked’ 
on intoxicating liquors and then turn 
around and arrest the men whom they 
incited to a violation of the law, is 
unthinkable.” 

Mr. Tarver inquired of the house 
why it should be necessary to hire 
an “alley rat to buy liquor and turn 
up some alleged violator of the law” 
when the law was being violated in 
the presence of thousands of other 
people. 

“IT tell you,” he continued, “that 
the mistake made by prohibition ad- 
vocates in this country is that, after 
having procured the enforcement law, 
they were satisfied, and that since 
passage of the Volstead act they have 
failed to follow the law into’ the 
courts and into the administrative bu- 
reau, where its enforcement must be 
brought about.” 

Representative Tarver is one of the 
staunchest supporters of prohibition 
now in congress and has repeatedly 
resisted all efforts of his party to 
either repeal the 18th amendment or 
modify the Volstead act.

|ALLOTMENT BILL 


UPPOSED IN SOUTH 


Spokesman for Southern 
Textile Mills Voices Dis- 
approval. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

ASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Viz- 
orous opposition *o the pending do- 
mestic allotment plan in so far as it 
relates to cotton was voiced before 
the senate agriculture committee *o- 
day by a group representing the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, composed of southern tex- 
tile mills. 

Acting as spokesman for the group, 
W. D. Anderson, of Macon, Ga., presi- 
dent of the Bibb Manufacturing Com- 
pany, told the committee that adup- 
tion of the bill, already passed by 
the house, would result in a state of 
chaos in the cotton manufacturing in- 
dustry and lead to a buyers’ strike 
of greater magnitude than ever be- 
fore witnessed. 


Southern textile leaders have ap- 
pointed a special committee to cou- 
duct the fight against cotton being 
included. in the domestic allotment 
plan legislation. The committee is 
headed by W. J. Vereen, of Moultrie, 
Ga., as chairman and includes the 
following : 

Mr. Anderson, vice chairman; 
Charles A. Cannon, of North Caro- 
lina, president of the North Caro- 
lina Cotton Manufacturers’ Assorcia- 
tion; Herman Cone, of Greensboro, 
N. C.3; Norman E. Elsas, of Atlanta, 
president of the Georgia Cotton Man- 
ufacturers’ Association; A. F. McKis- 
sick, of Greenville, S. C., vice chair- 
man: Stuart W. Cramer, of Cramer- 
ton, N. C.; A. W. McLellan, of New 
Orleans; S. M. Beattie, president of 
the South Carolina; Cotton Manufac- 
‘urers’ Association; Allen Little, of 
Alabama City. Ala., and H. R. West, 
of Danville, Va. 

To Offer Substitute. 

Members of the textile group in 
opposing the cotton section of the do- 
mestie allotment plan let it. be known 
that the industry later will come for- 
ward with a comprehensive substitute 
proyosal, designed to lend effective aid 
to the southern cotton farmer. The 
substitute plan, it was stated. will 
be laid before the senate committee, 
presided over by Senator Charles IL. 
MeNary, republican, of Oregon, be- 
fore the present hearings are coin- 
pleted. Details of the new proposal 
are now being worked out. 

In his appearance before the com- 
mittee today Mr. Anderson said: 

“The chief objection to the bill, 
from the standpoin?t of the farmer, is 
that it fails to provide a remedy for 
the vital difficulty which confronts 
the cotton farmer today. I* does not 
strike at the vitals of his real prub- 
lem. It resorts to emergency meas- 
ures to remedy the chronic economic 
ailment of the farmer by imposing an 
extraordinary burden upon other 
groups whose plight is so serious that 
it has been necessary to enlist the 
entire emergency resources of the na- 
tion in their behalf, 5 

“There must be two essential factors 
in any legislation for the relief of the 
cotton farmer. The producticn of cot- 
ton must be reduced until the world 
surplus is of such moderate propor- 
tions that the price of cottun will not 
be depressed by it. His production 
must be intelligently adjusted to the 
consumptive needs of the world. In 
addition to this the market for his cot- 
ton must be stimulated by increasing 
the consumption of cotton for both 
domestic and industrial uses. ie 

“The ‘domestic allotment plan’ will 
not accomplish either of these desired 
results, 

Sees Stimulation. 

“The act does not make any ade 
quate provision for a real reduction 
in the American crop of cotton. Un 
the contrary, this commitiee main- 
tains that the operation of its terms 
will be to stimulate,the production of 
cotton. : eh 

“Certainly, the imposition of such 
a huge sales tax on cotton manufac- 
turers as is proposed by this act will 
not stimulate the consumption of cot- 
ton, but, on the contrary, will great- 
ly decrease consumption. 

It is submitted that even a substan- 
tial portion of the cotton farmers 
agree to reduce acreage 20 per cent 
and thus secure “adjustment certif- 
icates” it is by no means certain that 
the final yield of cotton will be de- 
creased. Naturally, the curtailment of 
20 per cent will be on tne poorest 
land on the farm and the best land 
will be more intensively fertilized and 
cultivated. With favorable growing 
seasons, it might well be that the yield 
of cotton will not be reduced, even 
though the terms of the bill be ac- 
cepted by a large number of farmers. 
It is quite certain that if the south 
becomes convinced that the price of 
cotton is going to be advanced through 
the enactment of this bill, we shall 
see many of the unemployed of the 
city, who came recently from the 
farm, flock back there to begin to 
raise cotton. 

“This committee is convinced (and 
finds that all the textile executives 
with whom we have talked are in 
agreement with us) that the euact- 
ment of this bill will greatly curtail 
the consumption of cotton in domestic 
mills, due to the frightfal sales tax 
imposed by its terms on the staple 
cotton fabrics using the great per- 
centage of the cotton which is today 
eonsumed in American miils. 

Sees State of Chaos. 

“We claim that promptly upon the 
passage of this act a state of chaos 
will exist in the cotton manufacturing 
industry and in the distribution of 
eotton fabrics and garments made of 
cotton cloth. As previously stated. 
we will experience a buyers’ strike 
of greater magnitude and intensity 
than we have ever seen. As one 
writer puts if ‘If any one believes 
that consuming groups, suffering 
from flattened pay envelopes, men- 
aced daily by the threat of losing 
their jobs, in many cases facing evic- 
tion by importunate landlords, are 
going to pay a sales tax of 15 to 
50 per cent on cotton goods with- 
out resorting to a genuine buyers 
strike, he should put on a pink sun-

The only increase above the budget 
shown in the reort was a $50,000 
item for the White House. 

A reduction in the total allowed 
the federal trade commission from 
$1,109,550 to $510,000 also was ap- 
proved. The committee said it took 
this action because it “did not approve 
of the initiation of new economic in- 
vestigations at this time.” 


NEW DEFICIENCY BILL 
APPROVED BY HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—(/)~ 
The once-vetoed $3,756,000 first de- 
ficiency bill—minus the portions to 
which President Hoover objected— 
was passed again today by the house 
and sent to the senate. 

_As approved this time, the bill car- 
ried nothing for tax refunds nor did 
it provide for supervision by ‘he joint 
congressional committee on internal 
revenue of all tax refunds of more 
than $20,000. 

Chairman Byrns, of the appropria- 
tions committee, asked that the bill 
be passed “immediately.” 

As revised, the bill passed ‘today 
carried $150,000 for expenses of the 
American delegation to the Geneva dia- 
armament conference, and $35,000 for 
inaugural expenses for President-elect 
Roosevelt. 


Martin Insull Hearing 


Is Set for March 5th 


TORONTO, Jan. 27.—(/)—Extra- 
dition proceedings against Martin J. 
Insull, former public utilities oper- 
ator, wanted in Chicago to answer 
charge of larceny and embezzlement, 
were set this afternoon for March 5 
at Toronto. 

This action was taken by Justice A. 
C. Kingstone in response to an appli- 
cation made by Edward Bayly, deputy 
attorney-general ‘of Ontario, who act- 
ed as counsel for the state of Illinois. 

Insull was released in bail of $55.,- 
000. His previous bail was $50,000. 
The extra $5,000 was for an addi- 
tional amplifying charge of “theft by 
bailee’—theft by a person of property 
which he holds for another—which 
makes the former utilities operator 
liable to heavier penalties should he 
be extradited and convicted.

Ban on Further Advances 
to Carriers by R. F. C. Is 
Proposed. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—(P)— 
A broad senate investigation of the 
Reconstruction Corporation’s loans to 
railroads was in the offing tonight 
at the result of a proposal that fur- 
ther advances to the carriers be pro- 
hibited. 


_ Senator Couzens, republican, Mich- 
igan, submitted a resolution to bring 
this about and followed it up with 
an assertion that the R. F. C. re- 
port to the house and the one made 
to him earlier as chairman of a spe- 
cial senate investigating committee 
differed on the details of the much- 
discussed loan to the Dawes bank of 
Chicago. 

The resolution was referred to the 
senate banking committee, and Chair- 
man Norbeck assured Couzens he 
would appoint a subcommittee prompt- 
ly. The Michigan senator, who would 
head it, said if that was done. he 
would begin hearings next Tuesday. 

Couzens, chairman of the interstate 
commerce committee, told the senate 
many of the railroads were in dis- 
tress and said the government could 
not continue to maintain their capi- 
tal structure. 

Diverting from the subject of rail- 
roads for a moment, he turned to the 
Dawes loan of $90,000,000. 

The corporation told his investi- 
gating committee, Couzens said. that 
although a loan of $90,000,000 was 
_authorized only $40,000,000 was ac- 
_tually advanced. The report to the 
| house, he said, showed the entire 
| amoufft had been advanced and more 
| than $66,000,000 of it was stil] out- 
| Standing. 
| In his resolution Couzens proposed 
| to suspend all further loans to the 
railroads until further action by con- 
gress, explaining that he wanted to 
prevent additional advances pending 
/ action on the bankruptcy bill now be- 
fore the house. 
| “It is perfectly apparent to me at 
least,” he said, “that the federal] gov- 
eroument cannot maintain that debt 
Structure, and unless there is some 
form of legislation set up for reor- 
ganization of the capital structure of 
many of these railroads, or unless 
they set up some voluntary system 
of reorganization and recapitalization 
eu will have to go through receiver- 
ship. 

“It is perfectly plain that the 
credit of the taxpayers cannot be used 
indefinitely, and yet we have the 
House of Morgan and the House of 
Kuhn, Loeb Co., coming to the 
R. F. C. and begging for thesé loans. 
They attempt to assure the R. F. (. 
that the security is quite adequate, 
and yet they will not themselves make 
the loans.”’ 

_Asserting that the Missouri Pa- 
cific has applied for a loan of $3,- 
800,000 and wants more later, 
Couzens said $14,000,000 already had 
been loaned to this road and much of 
it “has gone to the relief of Kuhn- 
Loeb and the Morgan interests.” 

The corporation has lent an ag- 
gregate of from $250,000,000 to $300.- 
000,000 to the roads, Couzens said, 
predicting a greater rush for loans 
than ever before between now and 
July 1 


1933 VETERAN COST 
ARE CLOSE T0 BLN 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—(?)— 
Welcome news to house committee

The sum 
required for disability payments was 
placed at $372,800, 

Principal items going to make up 
the $966,838,634, in addition to dis- 
ability allowances were: Administra- 
tion, including medical and hospital 
services, $110,428,284; army and navy 
pensions, $219,930,000; military anil 
naval insurance, $134,000,000, and 
adjusted service certificates fund, 
$100,000,000. 

There were in November, 1932, 
Hines said, 336,817 veterans receiving 
disability growing out of or aggravat- 
ed by World War service and 438,- 
S77 veterans drawing allowances who 
had no service connected disability.

Brooklyn Dodgers moved toward a 
complete solution of their infield wor- 
ries today by signing Joe Jadge, vet- 
eran first baseman recently given his 
release by the Washington Senators. 

Uncertain whether Adelphia Bis- 
sonette, on the shelf with injuries 
throughout the 1932 season, would be 
back to resume his place at first base, 
the Dodgers have been looking for a 
substitute for months.

Savannah Mayor Urged To

SAVANNAH, Ga., Jan. 27.—The 
Savannah Real Estate Board wants 
the city to levy a sales tax. In 
furtherance of this plan it has sent 
representatives to mayor ‘Thomas 
Gamble. George S. Clarke, president 
of the realtors’ board, and L.

county, where a tornado struck early 
Wednesday morning are that Miss 
Rachel Cone and Mrs. Bentley Miller 
who were injured when their home 
was destroyed, and Mrs. Warren Cone 
killed, are recovering, as are others 
who sustained slight bruises and in- 
juries. 

According to persons visiting the 
scene of the destruction, where two 
nice homes, a number of negro houses,

“and the escape of some of those in 


the destroyed homes is considered 
miraculous. Everything in the home 
of Wylie Yates was completely de- 
stroyed except one chair, even the 
plumbing connections being snatched 
from the ground by the force of the 
gust striking the house. Pieces of the 
metal roof and weatherboarding have 
been found as far distant as 14 miles,

FORBES SAYS COTTON 
HAS 932 MAJOR USES 


Association Secretary Speaks 
at Athens Meeting on 
“Cotton in the Home.” 


ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 27.—Cotton 
fiber can be put to 932 major uses 
on the farm, for household purposes 
and for clothing, T. M. Forbes, sec- 
retary of the Cotton Manufacturers’ 
Association of Georgia, said at a meet- 
ing at the College of Agriculture here 
today, where cotton and the home was 
stressed. 

“No other fiber responds as well to 
such a variety of treatments and proc- 
esses as does cotton,” Mr. Forbes said. 
“It may be either as soft and delicate 
as down, or sufficiently hard and dur- 
able to withstand great mechanical 
strain and friction.” 

Discussing the household uses of 
cotton, Mr. Forbes said: “From the 
very roof, where the covering is par- 
tially of cotton, to the linoleum on 
the floor, and the electric wiring in 
the walls, cotton has seme important 
place in the coustruction of the house. 
Now they are even using cotton on 
the outside to take the place of stucco 
and either a cotton fabric or a fiber- 
covered cotton material for covering 
the inside.” 

Mr. Forbes’ address was written on 
paper made from cotton fabric. It 
was broadcast over the college radio 
station.

A correspondent wishes to know 
how she may maintain amicable re- 
lations with a friend who has a ter- 


rific temper and scant control of it, a 


friend who reserves the privilege of 


making insulting remarks and yet one 
who will brook in return no criti- 
cism, implied or expressed. 

There are several ways in which 
this may be done wités reasonable suc- 
cess. But any one of the methods is 
a compromise and any success that 
may result is a partial one. Friend- 
ship must be kept in balance if it is 
to a mutually pleasant relationship 
and when the weight of maintaining 
it rests largely upon one of the twa 
individuals, patently it is out of bal- 
ance 


Any circumstance that makes us 
conscious of an effort to keep the 
peace with a friend automatically 
destroys the delightfully relaxed 
state of heart and mind that is one 
of the joys of close companionship. 


_ O'Neill has illustrated the censor- 
ing and filtering method in his plays, 
“The Great God Brown,” and “The 
Strange Interlude.” His characters 
speak two sets of lines: first, the lines 
iving the censored thoughts and the 
iltered conversation, and, second, the 
lines expressing the instinctive reac- 
tiops, the real thoughts and emo- 
tions.

She will break 
confidences, ignore the dictates of 
decency, fling caution to the four 
winds, lash out at you with a 
loosened tongue and burn you with 
a fervent heat. Can you match it? 
Then meet her. Can you forget dig- 
= and delicacy? Then thrash her 
wit our tongue. In the end she 
will ¢ for mercy, for temper 
makes a bully of the man or woman 
that gives way to it and a bully is 
a coward when he is worsted and 
runs or cravenly begs for mercy. 


The third method, which only the 
self-controlled and self-contained per- 
son can practice, is to stand yuietly 
by and let the fury vent itself, know- 
ing full well that the terrific temper 
is usually of short duration and the 
victim is left weak and impotent when 
it is spent. The calm and dispassion- 
ate person always has a huge advan- 
tage over the passion-ridden one. If 
you can hold your temper when your 
coupanion has lost. hers, you have 
nothing to regret when it’s all over. 
You have nothing to retract, nothing 
to be remorseful about, nothing to 
apologize for. 

As for the damage she has done 
to vour pride when she has abused 
you or excoriated you, it is as nothing 
compared to the feeling of self-satis- 
faction you enjoy sitting on your lofty 
eminence from which you look down 
upon her with contempt and pity. 

But however we deal with the 
temper addicts, in whatever spirit 
we accept their insane attacks, their 
punishment is as inexorable as fate 
itself. They forfeit our respect. 
They lose our true friendship for 
they crucify our affection.

affording to the Declarer a clue as 
to the proper play of the hand or pos- 
sibly a suggestion as to the correct 
end-play to assure the success of his 
contract. A hand dealt recently at 
Crockford’s Ciub, New Ycrk’s temple 
of Bridge, disclosed how one player, 
through clever discarding, compeliea 
the Declarer to guess. aud as a re- 
sult of this player's brilliant defensive 
tactics, the Declaier guessed wrongly.

He said William J. Carter, United 
States district attorney for the east- 
ern district of Tennessee, was, “I am 
reliably informed,” named to his post 
on the recommendation of former 
Representative B. Carroll Reece. 

“Following his indictment by the 
federal grand jury at Knoxville,” 
Crump said, “Lea had a brother o 
Congressman Reece appointed to a 
lucrative position in the Horton state 
administration, which he (Lea) com- 
pletely controlled and dominated.
